SYDNEY CROATIA, with the NSW 
Ampol Cup safely locked in their trophy 
room, have their eyes set firmly on the 
Olympic Airways National League title.

Mark Jankovics re-signing for Marconi instead 
of joining the Demons, promise: “You haven’t 
heard the last of that business!” 


Peter Thorne, secretary 
of Blacktown, claims 
Jankovics has signed for 
two clubs - Marconi and 
Blacktown. 

“At the very least, the 
player has acted unprofes- 
sionally. My club is look- 
ing into the legal aspects 
of the case,” said Thorne. 

“When Mark changed 
his mind about joining 
Blacktown and withdrew 
his transfer appeal to re- 
sign for Marconi, he 
should at least have come 
back to talk to Black- 
town. My club is very 
disappointed about the 
way things turned out.” 

Jankovics, however de- 
nies that he did anything 
wrong. 

“At no time would 
Blacktown tell me what 
they were prepared to pay 
for my transfer - even 
though I asked Peter 
Thorne several times,” he 
claimed. 

“When I signed for 


Blacktown it was made 
very clear that it was a 
provisional signing and 
both the club and I agreed 
the agreement would be 
nuli and void and would 
be torn up if there was a 
hitch in the deal. 

“Look at my situation. 
If Blacktown had refused 
to pay what Marconi were 
asking, this could have left 
me in limbo all season. 

“‘After all, Marconi 
were quite entitled to go 
out and sign another one 
or two players and this 
would have frozen me out 
completely. 

“All I tried to do was 
look after my own in- 
terests and I do not see this 
as being wrong,” added 
Jankovics. 

It will be interesting to 
see if Blacktown do, in- 
deed, pursue the Jankovics 
matter from here. 

They certainly do not 
appear willing to forget it.

PREMIER Neville Wran, Federal Sports 
Minister John Brown and NSW Sports Minis- 
ter Michael Cleary were the real winners at 
the ‘royally-patronised opening of Parramat- 
ta Stadium a few days ago. 

The big three proved that where there is a 
will, there is a way. Between them, they 
ensured that Parramatta would get its 
magnificent new football stadium. 


That was not easy. There was a strong 
wowser lobby doing everything possible to 
prevent the stadium being built. 

Messrs Wran, Brown and Cleary revealed 
great strength of purpose in overcoming all 
those moaners. 


The politicians may have been taking a 
risk, possibly losing votes at any forthcoming 
elections, but, for once, this was not the 
paramount consideration. 


Indeed, for every disgruntled voter who did 
not want the new stadium, there were prob- 
ably another six who did. 

So the decision to press on with Parramat- 
ta Stadium could be more of a vote-catcher 
than a vote-loser. 


At an official reception hosted by Premier 
Wran after the opening of the stadium, the 


* mext month — in just six weeks time,” he 
said. 


The anti-stadium lobby at the Sports 
Ground will be even more intense than at 
Parramatta Stadium: be sure residents of

We must hope the NSW Government is not 
swayed by those threats. And judging by the 
‘way Premier Wran is talking, he and his 
colleagues are determined to stand by their 
pledge to rebuild the archaic Sports Ground. 


It is not often we get the opportunity to say 
nice things about politicians but, after the 
impressive show put on at Parramatta Sta- 
dium last week, it is only right to give praise 
where praise is due. 


The Soccer fraternity, however, is in dan- 
ger of being left somewh xt out in the cold. 


Rugby Union will not complain. In a few 
weeks, it will have its own excellent 
headquarters at Concord Oval and, apart 
from an occasional big crowd-puller like a 
Test against the All Blacks, will have no need 
to play at Sydney Sperts Ground or the SCG. 


The favours handed to Soccer: by the 
present NSW Government have been largely 
bestowed on Valentine Park at Parklea. 

That is excellent for the improvement of 
dunior Soccer but it does leave the seniors 
stranded with nowhere to go. 


The NSW Soccer Federation and, indeed, 
the Australian Soccer Federation, should not 
sit back complacently and accept that the 
round ball code will never have sole use of its 
own stadium within reasonable distance of 
the GPO. 


Once the rah-rahs settle in at their plush 
Concord Oval, it would be nice to think the 
next problem to be tackled by our sports- 
minded political leaders involved a “home” 
for Soccer. 


Some weeks ago, AUSTRALIAN SOCCER 
WEEKLY made a plea for the Soccer Federa- 
tions and government representatives to 
take another look at the possibility of de- 
veloping Henson Park. 

We still await action on that suggestion.

“Before that it was 
other footballing codes as 
well as baseball, cricket 
and the usual horsing 
around that most kids get 
up to when they are first 
into their teens. 


“I was never really in- 
terested in Soccer.” 

Which is unique for a 
youngster born in Canber- 
ta from newly arrived 
southern Italian parents. 

Giampaolo is also uni- 
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que in that he could start 
playing the game so late in 
life yet possess such out- 
standing natural talent. 

After kicking off at 13, 
it all started to happen 
quickly for Giampaolo. 

He went immediately 
from his Canberra North 
club to the various age 
group representative teams 
up until the under 16’s. 

Then it was to Inter 
Monaro’s State League 
team, followed by spells at 
Canberra City and Leic- 
hhardt in the NSL before 
coming back home to In- 
ter Monaro for the 1984 
season. 


It was no coincidence 
that Giampaolo’s return 
saw Inter Monaro take out 
the State League and win 
promotion to the NSL last 
year where, after a disas- 
trous start, the Quean- 
beyan outfit finished bet- 
ter than nearly every other 
team to finish the season 
creditably. 


And 1986 sees Inter 
Monaro and Giampaolo 
destined for bigger and 
better things. 


“We are better prepared 
this year and we’ve got 
something to aim for,” 
says Baz, referring to the 
club's ambition to avoid 
the 10 team cut and stay in 
the big league next year. 

Giampaolo gives most 
of the credit for his new 
lease of life to Inter Mo- 
naro coach, Frank Maccar- 
onne.

“Frank is like a father 
to our players — the 
fatherly image, the re- 
spect, the works, yet he has 
the right discipline at the 
right moment. 


“Another reason is that 
Frank has given me a freer 
role this year which is 
paying dividends not only 
for me but more impor- 
tantly for the team. 


“Also the signing of 
Steve Winn and Marko 
Perinovic from Canberra 
City has taken a lot of the 
pressure off me up front. 


“Last year it was simply 
a matter of opposing sides 
kicking me to bits and 
they stopped our attack. 


“This year they’ve got 
to look after Steve and 
Marko and that gives me 
more room to operate.” 


Giampaolo is obviously 
a wiser, more responsible 
and mature person nowa- 
days. 


He is well settled into 
his Melba home with wife 
Teresa and daughters 
Angela, 2, and six month 
old Daniella. 


He’s employed by the 
Department of Aviation 
financial section and like 
most who live in Canber- 
ta doesn’t intend leaving 
the place. 


Watching Giampaolo 
play and talking to him 
off the field is a surprising 
and refreshing experience. 


AUSTRALIAN footballers, unfortunately, seldom come along like Inter Monaro’s 
incredibly talented Sebastian Giampaolo. He is unique. 


Tremendously articu- 
late Giampaolo has some 
pertinent things to say ab- 
out himself and Austra- 
lian Soccer. 


On himself: 

“T’ve grown up in recent 
years and take the training 
and the games seriously 
now.” 


On Australian Soccer: 

“There’s not enough in- 
centive here for kids. Let’s 
face it, the Australian pub- 
lic doesn’t support the 
game at all. 


“Take out the Croatian 
and Greek supporters and 
who do you have left?” 
On his Socceroo ambi- 
tions: 


“T’'ve played twice for 
Australia — against 
Greece under Jimmy 
Shoulder and against New 
Zealand under Rudi 
Gutendorf. 


“T have no ambition to 
play for Australia. Why? 
I don’t know. Frank 
(Arok) has his own type of 
players and I’m not one of 
them. 


“Even so, if I was pick- 
ed to play for Australia I 
wouldn’t be interested.” 

On the 14 team NSL for 
1987: 


“It’s a disaster. A 14 
team league crucifies 10 
other clubs, their players 
and supporters who have 
spent hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to 
support the national 
league over the past 10 
years. 


“What happens to 
them?” 

On referees: 

“Look, I've tried re- 
fereeing social games and 
I have full sympathy for 
referees. 


“Yet, while I 
admire a few in this coun- 
try they simply don’t pro- 
tect players. 

“The game here is too 
rough — players kick one 
another to bits at the half 
way line which is some- 
thing you don’t see any- 
where else in the world.” 


And the future? 

“TI feel I have a lot to 
offer the game and that 
will all happen here in 
Canberra. Firstly because 
I’m settled here and 
secondly because there is 
no better place to live.” 

Canberra residents, and 
Soccer fans, would all 
agree with that. 


MELBOURNE 
CROATIA became the 
1986 Buffalo Cup 
champions when they 
downed an ordinary - 
Heidelberg United 2-1. 


In losing the match 
Heidelberg lost the chance 
to win the Cup for the 
second successive time, 
whilst Croatia’s win was 
revenge for last year’s loss 
to the same club. 

Heidelberg were unable 
to play to their strengths 
as Croatia outclassed them 
and in doing so they 
showed that they must be 
one of the strongest team 
in the Southern Division 
of the NSL. 

The scoring was opened 
by Croatia’s Jim Camp- 
bell, an ex-Heidelberg 
player who beat in- 
ternational goalie, Jeff 
Olver with a fine blast. 

Heidelberg picked

Pennants, outfits, badges, 
scarves — the list goes on. 
All are readily available 
to the supporters. This 
year shops selling club 
supporters needs are to be 
established in all Grace 
Brothers stores. Free 
magazine programmes are 
available in an afternoon 
newspaper. 

Ads. on TV tell us “it’s 
never the same unless 
you're there at the game”. 
‘Newspapers report daily 
on each team’s progress, 
new signings, player in- 
juries and so on. 

Indeed, it is impossible 
to pick up a newspaper and 
not be confronted with 
Rugby League in NSW 


Radio and TV sport 
shows devote at least 60% 
of their time talking about 
Rugby League past, pre- 
sent and future. 

With the Swans and 
Union both throwing their 
“hats” into the promotion 
arena along with League, 
Soccer faces a daunting 
task to entice spectators to 
the games. 

Sadly, Soccer-has no pro- 
fessional help to promote 
the game. We are told 
Soccer is the greatest game 
in the world. It promotes 
itself. Much has been said 
about the enormous num- 
ber of people in Australia 
who play Soccer, but no- 
thing is being done to 
promote the major com- 
petition in this country so 
that some of these many 
players will warm seats at 
National League games. 

It’s time the administra-

tion of Soccer in this coun- 
try was re-organised with 
governing bodies at all 
levels geared to 
promoting the game. 
Junior games should be.. 
programmed so that they 
do not clash with national 
league games or in- 
terantional games as is 
regularly the case. 
National League games 
should be scheduled for 
Friday nights, Saturdays 
and Sundays so that we 
don’t have so many games 
competing against each 
other for spectators. 


Coverage in all areas of 
the media must be in- 
creased. Soccer segments 
on TV and radio sport 
shows must become week- 
ly occurrances. 


Spectator needs such as 
team strips, caps, posters 
scarves etc. must be made 
available so that suppor- 
ters become more in- 
volved.

THE QUEENSLAND REPORT — 


A QUEENSLAND Soccer Federation ruling on 


loan agreements is set to be fully tested 
' before the start of the season. 


The QSF made a land- 
mark ruling last week 
when it advised clubs that 
players could only go on 
loan once per season. 

The ruling was in fact a 
motion put to last year’s 
annual general meeting, 
but put aside when it was 
decided the wording was 
not as tight as it could be, 
that meant the constitu- 
tion stood unchanged with 
no maximum on the num- 
ber of loans per player per 
season, 


But the Federation en- 
corced the one loan per 
player rule last week as 
“Federation Policy”. 


Now, at least one club is 
prepared to buck “policy” 
and seek its constitutional 
right to trial players. The 
club wants to trial a prom- 
inent player, and has per- 
mission from his club. But 
because the player decided 
to train temporarily with a 
local lower division club, 
he now appears stranded 
unless the QSF relents on 
its policy- 


“Tt’s ludicrous. I can 


understand the Federa- 
tion’s reasons behind re- 
stricting loans but this is a 
genuine case and we are 
being disadvantaged,” the 
club spokesman said. 


QUEENSLAND Youth 
team fullback Camer- 
on Pearse is back in 
Brisbane after a trial 
with German First Di- 
vision Club FC

It was an early return 
for the teenage starlet, 
who left for the trial amid 
wide publicity. But Pearse

“We can’t have a situa- 
tion where players are 
bobbing up all over the 
place. We had one club 
lodge clearances for a 
player to trial at three 
different clubs. 

For reasons of registra- 
tion, and insurance we just 
can’t have this type of 
thing happening,’’ a 
Federation spokesman 
said. 

Whether the matter de- 
velops to a major item ata 
council meeting, or the 
management committee 
judges each case on its 
merits, remains to be seen.

THE big question that is being asked in football circles at the present 
time is — are the warning signs already out for a West German failure in 
this year’s World Cup finals in Mexico? 


‘They have come in the 
form of a statement from 
West German boss Franz 
Beckenbauer that he is 
unlikely to continue in the 


* role of national coach 


after Mexico and the four 
week suspension of natio- 
nal team captain and 
goalkeeper Harald Schu- 
macher. 

In Beckenbauer’s case 
he is probably getting his 
chop in first ORE any- 
thing happens in Mexico! 

But the Schumacher 
situation is entirely 
different. 

For here is a player who 
has without doubt the 
dubious reputation of 
being one of the ‘bad boys’ 


of World football. 

He is of course one of 
the world’s greatest 
goalkeepers. 

Schumacher got his rep- 
utation in the 1982 World 
Cup semi-final against 
France in Spain in a com- 
plete act of folly. 

It came of course when 
he flattened French striker 
Patrick Battiston with a 
tackle that would even 
have copped a warning or 
a send-off in a rugby 
league game. 

This foolish incident 
probably received more 
publicity than any other 
demeanour on a Soccer 
field and the goalkeeper 
has never been able to live

it down. e 

Indeed it is an incident 
that will haunt him for the 
test of his playing career. 

Last week the West 
German FA handed out a 
four week suspension to 
Schumacher after he had 
committed another bad 
foul while playing for his 
club Cologne. 

And coming at this im- 
portant time in Germany’s 
World Cup preparations it 
does not look good. 

Schumacher 32, is a top 
flight goalkeeper by any 
standard and has repre- 
sented West Germany on 
64 occasions. 

The sortie in Mexico 
will be this second World 
Cup final appearance and 
likely his last — so no 
doubt he will want to go 
one better this year than 
he did in 1982 when West 
Germany were beaten in 
the final by Italy.

Despite his ‘horror 
patch’ in Spain, Schu- 
macher continued as West 
Germany’s number one 
goalkeeper in the Euro- 
pean Championships fi- 
nals in France in 1984. 

But the French fans 
gave him ‘some stick’ for 
his World Cup charge on 


their here Battiston and 
West Germany failed to 
even make the semi-finals. 

In 1984 Schumacher had 
more problems which 
came in a fiery clash with 
the Cologne club officials. 


Cologne received a 
sponsorship from Adidas, 
but as Schumacher was 
signed up by rival com- 
pany Puma, a conflict of 
interests broke into a 
‘war’. 

However a compromise 
was reached and the con- 
troversial keeper remained 
with the club.

Then there is Rossi’s 
replacement at Juventus, 
Aldo Serena having re- 
cently made his internatio- 
nal debut and considered 
by many the perfect foil 
for Rossi. 
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Bruno Giordano has 
benefited immensely from 
his move to Napoli from 
Lazio and is striking the 
net for club and country. 
Ironically Giordano was 
also involved in the bribe 
scandal which ousted Ros- 
si and also himself for 2 
years. Giordano is 30 and 
holds 9 caps. 


Young Sampdoria strik- 
er Roberto Mancini is also 
another well in the run- 
ning along with Giuseppe 
Galderisi who play admir- 
ably as inside-forwards. 


Italy seemingly has a 
dearth of goalscorers on 
paper but they must put it 
into practice.

THE mortality rate for coaches could be very high this year says Fairy Meadow | 


coach and ASW’s Mike Johnson. 


The cut-off in the 
National League will 
dump many clubs 
back. into their re- 
spective State 
League. 


Club committees will 
not want that for their 
clubs and any team under 
the top five in the north- 
ern and southern divisions 
will be at risk. 

Thus throughout the 
season, any coach with his 
team under the top five 
will be skating on very 
thin ice. 


The same can be said 
for the State Leagues in 
NSW and Victoria where 
at least half of the clubs 
could find themselves 
down a division at the end 
of the season. 


The pressure on the 
players, coaches and admi- 
nistrators will be im- 
mense; especially at clubs 
which have gone into debt 
in order to retain their 


status. 

Blacktown City and 
Sydney Olympic have paid 
out massive amounts of 
money in order to buy 
success — as have Sydney 
Croatia. 

If they are good players, 
new players can knit with 
the old brigade in a re- 
latively short time. 


The pressure for top 
places should ensure very 
competitive Soccer in the 
State and National 
Leagues of Victoria and 
NSW. 

Hopefully, this will be 
seen in increased skill and 
endeavour, rather than in- 
creased bloodshed from 


teams desperate for points. 


For Canterbury in 
NSW, the season could be 
very traumatic as they 
seek to retain status at top 
level which they won last 
year after many years of 
effort. 

It is trying to help its 
cause by importing star 
players from Greece 


which it hopes will guest 
for an extended period. 

Wollongong Macedonia 
which won the right to 
join the State League last 
year, is in the same posi- 
tion and is trying to boost 
its playing staff. 

Wollonong, for some 
years without a club repre- 
sentative in either the 
State or National League, 
now has two State League 
representatives in Macedo- 
nia and Fairy Meadow, 
plus Wolves in the Natio- 
nal League. 


Wolves also know this 
is make or break year and 
have signed many new 
players. 

Unfortunately for me, 
this includes five players 
from the successful Fairy 
Meadow team of last year. 


Additionally, ‘our cap- 
tain, Reg Chilby, has re- 
tired and the club’s best 
player award winner of 
last year, Paul Jones, has 
joined the police and is 
moving away from Wol- 


longong. 

So this year will be a 
mighty challenge for us to 
hang on to the State 
League spot we won two 
years ago. 

One cannot but feel 
sympathy for the club 
officials of teams which 
will be under so much 
pressure this year from yet 
another change in league 
format. 

If their teams are lan- 
guishing, they will be put 
under pressure by their 
supporters to make 
changes and usually that 
means changing the coach. 


Such intense competi- 
tion can be good for a 
sport, so long as it nurtures 
wholesome, determined 
and courageous attitudes. 


Referees and official- 
dom generally must try 
and ensure that this hap- 
pens rather than cut- 
throat, law of the jungle 
tactics on and off the 
field.

For the State champions 
in West Australia and Tas- 
mania, it‘s their only real 
taste of being involved 
with the rest of Australia, 
so their appfoach will be 


even more hectic. 

Cup football usually 
causes some upsets and 
two sides I think might 
cause a stir are NSW’s 
Melita Eagles and West 
Australian champions, 
West Perth Macedonia. 


THE vasiness of Australia really comes to the fore when 
people talk of a truly National League involving every 
State. 


The cost involved 
in, not only operating 
a League like that, but 
the cost to the clubs 
to participate without 
major sponsorship is 
huge. 

It’s not only at national 
level, though, that prob- 
lems arise, Even -State 
Federations have had their 
dreams of truly State-wide 
tournaments. 

The latest casualty is in 
South Australia where 
Whyalla City, the steel 
town team, have had to 
pull out of the South Au- 
stralian State League only 
a few weeks before the 
season starts. 

Queensland’s dream 
which lasted a few years 
with teams from as far 
away as Mareeba, 
Townsville, Bundaberg 


and Rockhampton, had to 
fold. 

Even Tasmania, where 
distances are not that 
great, have reverted to a 
North and South Leagues. 

Northern NSW also 
tried it a few years ago 
with teams from Tam- 
worth, Grafton, Armidale 
and Coffs Harbour and 
again reverted to a League 
based around Newcastle. 


These were all great 
ideas and probably the 
ideal situation if money is 
available. 

Failing truly State 
leagues, the other solution 
is to have a State Cup 
similar to the National 
Cup. 

At least this gives teams 
based on the outer the 
incentive and interest 
through having a chance 
to compete against the 
best.

SHOCK PULL OUT FOR NEW 
vane ZEALAND BY NSW 


FIVE of the best Women players in this country dropped a bombshell when they decided to pull out of the Australian 
team that will travel to New Zealand later this month for the second Oceania Cup Tournament. 


Australia’s captain, Julie 
Dolan, defenders Mandi 
Langlaar and Toni McMahon 
plus midfielders Cindy 
Heydon and Margaret Petrov, 
have all pulled out of the 
Australian squad. 

The news sent shock waves 
through the ranks of 
Women’s Soccer. 

The reason given for the 
mass-withdrawal was that the 
NSW players were all under 
great financial strain to make 
the trip. 


‘ TELEGRAM 


First sign of trouble sur- 
faced when the National Ex- 
ecutive Director of the 
A.W.S.A, Ms Heather Reid, 
based in Canberra, received 
telegram from the Executi 
of NSWWASF; confirming / 
the shattering withdrawal of 
the five players, all from 
NSW. 

At this stage, it is believed 
that all five girls are fed up 
with the constant financial 
strain of having to pay for 
air-fares, accommodation, 
gear etc, to represent their 
country. 

Ms Heather Reid told 
ASW: “Once we were fully 
aware of the situation, we 
offered some assistance in the 
form of staggered payments 
to be made by the players in 
financial trouble.” 

However, somewhat con- 
tradictory to this grievience, 
two of the players had 
already paid in their deposits 
of $375:00 of a’ total amount 
of some $550:00 due. 

Added to this, the NSW 
Soccer Federation has pledged 
to each of the five players a 
subsidy of $100:00 to help 
ease their financial burden. 


STUNNED COACHES 


Fred Robins, on the eve of 
his final preparation of the

prior to departing for Christ- 
church, said last night from 
Brisbane when contacted: 

“I am shocked and bitterly 

“They have cut up the team 
badly as now I have lost 
almost my entire midfi¢ld.”

So much for the facts con- 
cerned in this matter. 

Now for my opinion. 

The timing of the whole 
present rebellion, withdrawal 
or whatever you would like to 
call it, has been ill-conceived, 
ill-timed and most damaging 
to Australia. 

That in a nutshell is the 
whole bottom linc. 

I'm not heartless and truly 
feel, plus fully understand the 
girls’ predicament as the 
national players over the last 
three years well know it. 

Be it publicity or sponsor- 
ship, Australian Soccer Week- 
ly has more than contributed. 

I still have their letters of 
gratitude on file. 

But to endorse Selby’s 
comment, all the players 
throughout Australia “knew 
the score from Day One”. 

Another point. Where do 
the players, or for that matter 
officials, believe the AWSA 
could finance the entire ex- 


pedition? 

The answer is quite 
elementary. 

They can’t, simply because 
they do not have, or ever had, 
the financial strength to do 
so. 
The cry from the playing 
tanks is why haven’t sponsor- 
ships been organised by the 
National Executive Director, 
Ms Reid? 

The answer to this is again 
relatively simple. 

Ms Reid has only been in 
that position since last month, 
and not being “Mandrake”, to 
date, has not been able to 
raise large funds. 

However, tracksuits, bags, 
towels, training balls, training 
shirts and a new playing strip 
have been organised for the 
Australian squad, plus a small 
cash allocation by a firm.

THE NEW LEAGUE 
SEEKING CLUBS 


In this first article, | will give my view for the 
year ahead and present some of the more 
controversial matters that are in store for 1986.

After some hiccups at 
the start, a very experi- 
enced committee has been 
elected at NSW where 
some of the old stagers 
like Leonie Parker, Alan 
Lyton, Phil Witcombe and 
Lay Byers have returned 
to the Women’s Soccer 
scene. 


Some of the members 
of the last committee like 
Terry Broughton and Phil 
Hiron have been joined by 
new blood, Tim Dyce, 
Daniell Dyce, Arthur 
Thornton, Ron Taliana, 
David Broughton and 
yours truly to give this 
committee diversified ex- 
perience. 

This committee is now 
in the process of setting 
this year’s programme. 
The main item this year at 
State level is the State 
Titles on the Queen’s 
Birthday weekend, where 
for the first time U/15, 
U/17 and Seniors will all 
compete at the one venue. 


Another exciting item 
will be the National 
Junior Titles to be held in 
Sydney in early July — 
the venues Barton Sta- 
dium and Sydney Athletic 
Field. 

After long deliberation 
and negotiation, a new 
League has been started to 
replace the old State 


To allow NSW to foster 
the youth and assist all the 
associations in developing 
their areas this new 
Women’s Soccer League 
(or WSL) will be run by a 
Board of Directors and 
delegates from the com- 
peting clubs. 

The Board consists of 
Lal Byers, Phil Wit- 
combe, Uwe Brackiow, 
Tim Dyce and Alan 
Lytton. 

The new rules have 
been laid out to align 
ourselves with senior Soc- 
cer as played both here 
and overseas in men’s and 
women’s competition. 

All games will be 45 


minutes each way and 
there will be a first and 
reserve grade in each club. 


An up-to-date score ser- 
vice is enyisaged in this 
paper each week. 

There are six clubs en- 
tered already but we 
would consider application 
from clubs who can field a 
first and reserve team 
although a maximum 10 
clubs will be allowed. 

The starting clubs are 
Parramatta City, Forrest 
United, Manly-Warring- 
ah, Putney Town, Girra- 
ween United and Chip- 
ping Norton Colts.

Fred Robins is currently 
looking at Tasmania’s Lisa 
Radar, Victoria’s Andrea 
Martin, Northern Territory’s 
Sarah Cooper and Julie Mur- 
ray from the ACT. 

Such action by NSW has 
virtually underwritten Aus- 
tralia’s crucifiction in the 
Oceania Cup by the powerful 
New Zealand A team, not to 
mention Taiwan’s crack 
national side which has 
already beaten Australia in 
1984 in the “WWIFT”. 

New Zealand as well has 
walloped Australia the last 

itwo occasions these two 
Oceanic nations haye met. 

Tam aware of the problems 
within the AWSA. 

This action by the NSW 
contingent will NOT solve 
any of these problems within 
the national body. 

In fact quite the opposite. It 
has now created greater rifts 
than ever before. 

All this rebel-action will 
achieve immediately, is that 
Australia’s team will be 
butchered in Christchurch; 
Australia will have insulted 
New Zealand as well as 
Taiwan, by forcing the 
AWSA to send an inferior 
side across the Tasman to do 
combat. 

Before I feel any sympathy 
for any player, players or 
officials, Australia comes 
first over EVERYBODY. 

ALWAYS. 

I strongly urge the NSW 
National players to meet 
together, very seriously recon- 
sider the situation, and if they 
decide to reverse their deci- 
sion not to travel to New 
Zealand, to contact their 
coach, Mr Fred Robins im- 
mediately in Brisbane. 

Only for the sake of Au- 
stralia. 

This would not be a back- 
ward step. Far from it. 

No matter what happens, 
Australia MUST go to New 
Zealand, and WILL. . . thatis 
a MUST. 

And a plea to the AWSA. 
Please hear them out. 

The quicker Julie, Mar- 
garet, Toni, Mandi and Cindy 
decide in this direction, the 
better for Australia and the 
players themselves. 

This is not the way that 
could possibly bring down the 
curtain on their international 
career. 

Last year in the National 
Soccer League for Men, the 
players of the Australian 
team were instructed idio- 
tically by their own NSL 
clubs to boycott an Internatio- 
nal Series being played here. 

The Series involved match- 
es by Australia against Man- 
chester United, Nottingham 


Forest and Juventus. 

Thankfully, despite the 
clubs’ evil and most irres- 
ponsible intentions to sabot- 
age the Series, the players 
themselves neutralised such 
idiotic directives by turning 
up to national training ses- 
sions, ready to play. 

The Series went ahead 
smoothly, and the clubs were 
made to look ridiculous. 

On a personal note, the 
matter has developed into a 
no-win situation with Austra- 
lia suffering. 

Immediately after the 
Oceania Cup tournament has 
been completed, then and 
only then, an urgent meeting 
by all State delegates must be 
held to seriously discuss this 
matter with the AWSA which 
does not only concern NSW. 

Believe me it is one affec- 
ting all players nationally. 

It is quite obvious that this 
matter will not be swept 
under the carpet. 


The problem is not only 
the concern of the AWSA. It 
also concerns all States and 
they must help out, not de- 
clare war. 

There is no winner. But the 
code of Women’s Soccer 
MUST survive this trauma, 
and can, but only if ALL 
PARTIES give themselves. 

Over the years, the players 
have done this. 

Now it’s over to all the 
administrators, club, state and 
national, to work together 
harmoniously for solutions. 
+ If they cannot do this, they 
should get out of the code as 
they are bringing harm to the 
girls. 

Some administrators 
shouldn't even be there, And 
some are harder to shift than 
the Philippines’ Marcos. 

Unity can only bring 
strength and the strength of 
the Women’s Soccer “chain’”’ 
can only be as strong as its 
weakest link. 

Rebel players in the past, 
whether they were cricketers, 
Soccer players or any other 
code, the dividends have in 
the long run been less than 
poor, not to mention the 
damaged image brought to 
their sport. 

Give to Australia. Now. 


A stunned national 
coach, Fred Robins, when 
contacted in Brisbane last 
night, told ASW: “I am 
shocked and bitterly disap- 
pointed. 

“They have cut up the 
team badly.”

MOMENTS

A STRONG air of optimism has been felt 
around Marconi these last few days as the first 
round of the 1986 National Soccer League 
season fast approaches. 


It may be the sudden 
return of leading goalscor- 
er Mark Jankovics to the 
club after looking ‘certain 
to transfer to Blacktown 
City. It could be the first 
appearance of central 
striker Rod Brown after 
his nagging injury or it 
may have something to do 
with the election of NSL 
vice chairman Tony Lab- 
bozzetta as the new presi- 
dent of Club Marconi. 

Whatever it is, the club 
is buzzing with high ex- 
pectations for the coming 
season. 

This may all seem a 
little strange coming so 
soon after the team’s 3-0 
defeat by Sydney Olympic 
in the Ampol Cup quarter 
finals; however the quality 
of the football displayed 
by Marconi that day could 
not be discounted.

“This team is far too 
good to engage itself in 
the type of mayhem that 
was on show against 
Olympic. The boys now 
realise that if they concen- 
trate on football as they 
did during the second half, 
there are yery few teams 
in the league that can 
match them.” 

As well as the belated 
return of Brown and 
Jankovics, Scheinflug is 
confident of signing 
another striker to com- 
plete his squad. Negotia- 
tions are continuing with 
Inter Monaro for the 
transfer of left winger 
Tony Brennan and these 
should be concluded by 
the end of this week. 

The election of club 
president Tony Labbozzet- 
ta has finally cleared up 
all the uncertainty that 
was caused by the postpon- 
ment of the annual elec- 
tions from last November. 

As Labbozzetta told the 
players when he addressed 
them during the week: 
“It’s now all systems go 
for success. The club will

bozzetta has also indicated 
that he is anxious to im- 
prove facilities at the Mar- 
coni Stadium, and feasibil- 
ity studies will soon be 
carried out in order to 
convert into it into one of 
the best Soccer stadiums in 
Sydney. 

When the side was 
knocked out of the Ampol 
Cup, Scheinflug organised 
a series of practice games 
which will maintain the 
match fitness that the 
team has reached. The 
first of these was when 
Marconi travelled to Bris- 
bane for a match against 
NSL club Brisbane Lions 
and continued on Saturday 
morning at Marconi Sta- 
dium when they played 
Sydney City. 

Scheinflug has also 
accepted an inviation to 
participate in an eight 
team competition orga- 
nised by St George which 
will be played at St 
George stadium, Marconi 
stadium and possibly the 
Croatia Sports Centre. 

The remaining matches 
are scheduled for Friday 
14th and Sunday 16th, 
with the final on Wednes- 
day 19th March. 

These matches will en- 
sure that the players are at 
the peak of their fitness 
when the first round of 
the National Soccer 
League Cup is played on 
the 23rd of March, fol- 
lowed by the first competi- 
tion match at Wollongong, 
on Easter Sunday.

After getting a merited 
1-1 draw in the first match 
at Upton Park, United 
were expected to cruise 
through the replay in 
Manchester without too 
much difficulty. 

It was not to be. The 
Hammers scored twice 
with a first half header 
from Geoff Pike and a 
second half penalty kick 
by Ray Stewart. 

The popular Manches- 
ter club now face the 
prospect of a season with- 
out a major trophy on the 
sideboard. 

The Red Devils have 
dominated the first divi- 
sion championship for 
most of the season but 
recent lapses have allowed 
Everton to climb on top of 
them to become outright 
favourites for the League 
title. 


Now comes the more 
bitter blow — elimination 
from the Cup on their 


own ground. 


Tn defence of United, it 
should be mentioned that 
their midfield dynamo 
and skipper Bryan Rob- 
son was unable to play due 
to a dislocated shoulder, 
yet the club has a wealth 
of talented reserves and 
one man’s absence should 
not bring disaster. 

Towards the end of the 
replay at Old Trafford, 
Frank McAvennie was un- 
lucky not to make the 
score 3-0 when his shot 
struck the post. 

Pike’s opening goal in 
18 minutes was a superbly 
guided header after a cor- 
ner kick. Stewart’s penalty 
followed a foul on Alvin 
Martin by Frank Sta- 
pleton. 

Now West Ham go on, 
full of confidence, to face 
Sheffield Wednesday in 
Tuesday’s quarter-final at 
Hillsborough.
